Group I, claims 1 and 2, drawn to a multivalently interactive molecular assembly 
comprising a plurality of at least one of functional groups and ligands, classified in class 
536 f subclass various. 

Group II, claims 3-16, drawn to a multivalently interactive molecular assembly 
comprising a plurality of cyclic molecules and a linear molecule which is threaded 
through the cyclic molecules to hold the cyclic molecules together; and bulky 
substituents capping both ends of the linear molecule, classified in class 536, subclass 
various. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated to one another. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case, Group I is drawn to a multivalently interactive molecular 
assembly comprising a plurality of at least one of functional groups and ligands, which is 
unrelated to a multivalently interactive molecular assembly comprising a plurality of 
cyclic molecules and a linear molecule which is threaded through the cyclic molecules 
to hold the cyclic molecules together; and bulky substituents capping both ends of the 
linear molecule, of Group II. Furthermore, the inventions of Groups I and II are drawn to 
independent and/or patentably distinct products since they do not have a common core 
structure and would be expected to possess distinctly different structure, and/or 
physico-chemical properties, and/or capable of separate manufacture and/or use. 
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Therefore, Groups I and II have different issues regarding patentability and enablement 
and represent patentably distinct subject matter, which merits separate and 
burdensome searches. 

Although the inventions are classified in the same class and sub-class, searching the 
two groups of inventions constitutes a burdensome search, as a thorough search 
comprises a search or foreign patents and non-patent literature as well as the 
appropriate U.S. patent classifications. Because these inventions are distinct for the 
reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
It is noted that examination of the two independent and distinct inventions would indeed 
impose an undue burden upon the examiner in charge of this application. 
Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include 
an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement is traversed
